to the 231, und from the 25th to tbe 29th. 
The first storm wave ct February will reach 
tbe Pacific Coast abont January 29th, eross 
the Western mountains b; the close of tbe 
30tb, the Great Central valleys from the 
31st to February 2d, and tbe Etstern Statts 
abont tbe 3 J, 


Tbe approach of thia storm wave wilt 


oome near causing a January thaw, but 
very cold weather will return as we ap- 
proach Ibe middle of February. 


A cool wave will move eastward, Croat lug 


tbe Western mountains about February lit, 
tbe Great Central valleys about tbe 3J and 
the Eastero States about tbe 5»h.

XEI MOON OOMKT. 


Padre Secebi of Borne carefully exam* 


ined a noted oomet and gives it as bis opin- 
ion that the head of nucleus is composed 
of oorbon. If there is any reliance to be 
placed in the spectrum analysis cf comets 
Seocbi is correct. 
Dr. Bohellen s«;s: 


"Tbere seems nothing to contradict the 
theory that the mass of aoometmay.be 
composed of minute solid bodies, kept 
nnurt from each other in tbe sam» wa; that 
iottnltesmial particles forming a cloud of 
dust or smoke ara held loosely together." 


Tbe Ei-inburg Review says: 
"The 


nucleus of a oomet is a cluster of solid 
nodules or grannies." Prof, Proctor says 
that meteors, comets, planets and the snn 
are composed of the same kind of materials., 
He also estimates that tbe solid particles of 
tbe great meteoric ring are about 1,000 
niilej apart, while in these cornels these 
part,cite are closer together. 


When one of these solid pattioles strike 


our atmosphere the fncMn of its rapid 
flight causes combustion, aud we see tbe 
light of the meteor and jthe meteoric alone 
fill la to tbe earlh as a remnant ol tbe 
meteor, 
The carbon W tbe meteor burns, 


ia coneuioecf, and tbe metals and stonelike 
substances remain to form the aerolite. 


Tbe comet bas a relatively small bead 


surrounded b; an immense expanse of gas- 
eous envelope, tbe latter filled, as sug- 
gested b; the scientists, by widely sep- 
arated nodules. Tbe envelope of Biela's 
oomet was 42 000 miles in dumetcr. 


The solid part of the 1887 comet is com- 


puted to be 5 300 mjlea in diameter. Our 
earth is only 7,900 miles. The diameter if 
our moon ia ubo.nl 2 000 miles, 


If the noon oomet struck our earth and 


phare original!* extended as far out M the 
moon, and Proctor believed that the earth 
then revolved on Us axil in three hours. 
Profetsor Vail says: "It must b«.»f mem- 
bered that all the carbon in tbe fail cats- 
ment of aqneoni rocks, tbe v*eloo9ir.t of 
carbon now contained In the altloates, sol- 
phatej, carbonates and oxides of tbe earth's 
orost, as well as the nitrogen anj hydro- 
gen in numerous compounds enormously 
swelled tha volume ot the earth's atmos- 
phere." 


The most eminent scientists agree that 


tbe earth's primitive atmosphere extended 
200,000 miles out into space. 
Otherwise 


tbe strata of tbe earth's crust cannot be ac- 
counted for.

The hours of repose are among the et-
